A crisis  of  apathy 

Editor: 

After  receiving  a letter  which  asks  for  funds 
to  support  the  ever-diminishing  Pine  Manor,  I 
would  like  to  say  that  the  entire  problem 
which  Pine  Manor  faces  is  not  only  a monetary 
crisis.  It  is  also  a problem  of  attitude  among 
students.  If  a Pine  Manor  student  only  has 
negative  things  to  say  about  her  college,  then 
the  obvious  results  are  pernicious  to  Pine 
Manor's  reputation.  Unfortunately,  fewer  and 
fewer  students  seem  to  realize  the  numerous 
opportunities  which  Pine  Manor  offers.  Cer- 
tainly the  faculty  and  facilities  are  excellent, 
and  it  is  quite  unfathomable  that  such  a small 
college  can  offer  so  many  advantages.  It  is 
equally  astonishing  to  note  how  few  girls  uti- 
lize their  opportunities.  One  of  the  purposes  of 
a liberal  arts  education  is  to  evolve  more  aware 
individuals.  However,  some  Pine  Manor 
women  show  us  the  antithesis  of  these  objec- 
tives by  their  perpetual  use  of  slang,  as  well  as 
their  apathetic  attitudes.  Pine  Manor  not  only 
needs  financial  help,  it  also  needs  students 
who  will  maintain  the  quality  of  education 
Pine  Manor  purports  rather  than  students  who 
reflect  their  admirable  intentions  in  glib 
phrases.

Dear  Elise: 

Your  criticism  contains  a valid  point.  You  are 
correct  that  many  of  our  students  (and  alum- 
nae) do  not  “realize  the  numerous  opportuni- 
ties which  Pine  Manor  offers."  You  are  right, 
also,  in  evaluating  as  “apathetic"  many  of  our 
students.  This  we  very  much  regret.  You  must 
also  realize  that  great  efforts  are  made  here  at 
the  College  to  awaken  the  students  to  their 
opportunities,  to  make  these  young  women 
aware  of  their  own  abilities,  and  to  help  them 
gain  self-confidence. 

For  instance,  currently  there  is  increased 
emphasis  on  career  counseling,  and  that,  of 
course,  means  counseling  students  as  to 
courses  (at  Pine  Manor  and  at  the  colleges  to 
which  they  will  transfer)  which  will  prepare 
them  for  eventual,  carefully  chosen,  careers.  A 
very  important  part  of  all  this  is  the  internship 
program  in  which  150  students  participated 
this  year.  I do  not  have  to  "sell"  the  College  to 
you,  but  I mention  these  things  to  you  to  illus- 
trate only  some  of  the  things  being  done  to 
correct  the  apathetic  attitudes  you  deplore. 

As  a Pine  Manor  student  you  were  far  from 
apathetic,  and  now  you  are  a concerned 
alumna.  This  I appreciate,  and  thank  you  for 
communicating  with  us.

A new  age  of  recognition 


A 

limid  the  pageantry  and  cere- 
mony, anticipation  and  nostalgia, 
commencement  speeches  often 
become  a haze  of  vague  congratula- 
tions for  past  accomplishment  and 
exhortations  for  future  achievement. 
This  year,  however,  graduating  sen- 
iors had  the  opportunity  to  consider 
important  current  issues  as  both  the 
convocation  and  commencement 
speakers  examined  the  options  and 
obstacles  facing  women  today. 


At  convocation  on  Sunday,  May 
16,  the  speaker  was  Elsie  Staley 
O'Keefe  '43,  mother  of  three  Pine 
Manor  alumnae:  Diane  O'Keefe 
Simpson  '66,  Pamela  O'Keefe  Patey 
'71,  and  Niana  '76.  Recalling  her 
commencement  address  advising  the 
class  of  1943  that  a woman's  place  is 
in  the  home,  she  noted  how  much 
the  position  of  women  has  changed 
in  33  years  and  discussed  some  of  the 
effects  of  this  change.  “Women  have 
come  into  a new  age  of  recognition," 
she  said.  “Each  woman  should  ask 
herself,  'What  is  my  place  in  the 
world  today?'  " 

At  commencement  the  following 
morning,  speaker  Kitty'  Dukakis, 
wife  of  Massachusetts  Governor 
Michael  S.  Dukakis  and  modern 
dance  instructor  at  Lesley  College, 
considered  similar  questions  as  she 
discussed  a complex  and  controver- 
sial subject  — the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  (ERA). 

She  began  by  contrasting  the 
opportunities  available  to  the  class  of 
1976  with  those  open  to  her  own  gen- 
eration. "Only  the  brightest  and 
most  persevering  women  had 
options  in  their  lives  and  even  then

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there  were  many  careers  from  which 
we  were  arbitrarily  excluded.  The 
possibilities  from  which  you  can 
choose  as  you  graduate  today  are 
light  years  ahead  of  what  we  had  20 
years  ago,"  she  said.  "However, 
these  choices  aren't  as  many  as 
they'd  be  if  you  had  a 'Mr.'  in  front  of 
your  name  instead  of  a 'Ms.'  or 
'Mrs.'  " 

The  ratification  of  the  ERA  is  nec- 
essary to  secure  equality  for  women. 
"The  choice  is  clear,"  Ms.  Dukakis 
said.  "We  can  continue  to  litigate 
year  after  year  or  we  can  take  one

swift,  decisive  action  to  guarantee  us 
what  is  rightfully  ours." 

In  spite  of  strong  initial  support, 
the  movement  to  ratify  the  ERA  has 
slowed,  and  a substantial  number  of 
women  are  among  its  opponents. 
Why? 

In  their  zeal,  some  ERA  supporters 
have  become  their  own  worst  ene- 
mies, Kitty  Dukakis  said.  They  have 
been  insensitive  to  those  with  dif- 
ferent viewpoints.  Women  who  wish 
to  make  managing  a family  their 
career  feel  that  their  choice  is  threat- 
ened by  the  movement  for  women's 
rights.  Others,  unable  to  find  any 
jobs,  find  talk  of  "meaningful 
employment"  irrelevant.  "By  neces- 
sity, these  women  are  more  con- 
cerned with  survival  than  self-fulfill- 
ment," she  said.  "We  cannot  allow 
ourselves  to  denigrate  the  lives  of 
any  other  w'omen."  She  called  upon 
women  to  use  empathy  and  compas- 
sion in  dealing  with  each  other. 

Fear  of  the  ERA  must  be  countered 
by  facts,  said  Ms.  Dukakis.  "The 
Equal  Rights  Amendment  is  simply  a 
recognition  of  the  logic  that  legal 
rights  and  responsibilities  should  not 


be  determined  by  sex."  She  empha- 
sized that  the  amendment  would  not 
affect  personal  relationships  between 
family  members,  but  would  "remove 
the  traditional  legal  assumption  that 
all  men  are  breadwinners  and  all 
wives  homemakers."  Each  man  or 
woman  would  be  free  to  determine 
his  or  her  own  life  style. 

Commencement  was  a time  to 
honor  the  past,  as  well  as  anticipate 
the  future.  This  year,  Pine  Manor 
paid  tribute  to  English  and  philoso- 
phy instructor  Cameron  Thompson, 
retiring  after  30  years  on  the  faculty. 
Before  presenting  him  with  a gift. 
President  Rosemary  Ashby  recalled 
the  special  qualities  that  he  had 
brought  to  Pine  Manor:  "his  falcon's 
eye  for  the  egregious  error  . . . his 
breadth  of  reading  — and  under- 
standing of  that  reading  . . . his 
appreciation  of  values  as  sturdy  as 
the  granite  outcroppings  of  the  land 
around  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
w7here  he  was  both  a student  and  a 
teacher."  As  President  Ashby  said, 
Cameron  Thompson  resembled  the 
Clerk  in  The  Canterbury  Tales,  "for 
gladly  would  he  learn,  and  gladly 
teach." 

For  parents  and  friends  of  the  class 
of  1976,  the  presentation  of  awards 
and  conferring  of  degrees  was  the 
highlight  of  the  occasion.  Of  181  sen- 
iors, ten  graduated  with  high  honors 
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and  39  earned  honors.  Geraldine 
Ethridge  received  the  Endowed 
Marie  Warren  Potter  Award  for  hav- 
ing the  outstanding  two-year  aca- 
demic record.  The  President's  Cup, 
which  had  been  presented  only  four 
times  in  the  past  eight  years,  went  to 
Alice  Eiseman,  for  outstanding  citi- 
zenship, academic  achievement,  and 
college  spirit. 

In  addition,  11  seniors  received 
special  awards:  Elizabeth  Stevens, 
music;  Margaret  Hannan,  history; 
Cindy  Beadles,  political  science; 
Melissa  White,  English;  Cynthia 
Black,  French;  Stephanie  Stremmel, 
biological  and  physical  sciences; 
Diana  Teller,  visual  arts;  Gail  Busby 
and  Jan  Jacobi,  acting;  Lee  Rosen- 
bloom,  biological  and  physical 
sciences  and  theatre  production;  and 
Sara  Deming,  behavioral  sciences. 

At  convocation,  Dean's  Awards, 
given  for  significant  contributions  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  student 
body  and  the  College  as  a whole, 
were  presented  to  eight  seniors:  Jose- 
phine Guarnieri,  Janis  Muradian, 


Naima  Ali  Hasci,  Sheila  Wyckoff, 
Gaye  Bounty,  Meg  Propst,  Amy 
Gelin,  and  Lee  Rosenbloom.  Dean's 
Awards  usually  are  not  given  to  stu- 
dent government  officers,  on  the 
theory  that  the  honor  of  the  office  is 
its  own  reward.  This  year,  however, 
special  awards  recognized  the  out- 
standing contributions  of  three  lead- 
ers: Linda  Buchanan,  president  of 
student  government;  Alice  Eiseman, 
chairman  of  student  council;  and 
Catherine  Higgins,  president  of  the 
senior  class.  0

The  education 
of  women 
at  Pine  Manor 

A 

xJLt  the  end  of  Pine  Manor's  65th  academic  year,  it 
seems  appropriate  to  review  the  past  year  and  to  look 
toward  the  coming  year  as  well.  Many  innovative  and  vital 
activities  occurred  during  1975-76.  A special  effort  has 
been  spent  in  evaluating  the  current  strengths  of  the  Col- 
lege and  in  planning  effective  programs  and  policies  for 
the  future. 

Essential  to  this  task  is  solid,  stable  leadership.  This  Pine 
Manor  has  achieved  with  the  confirmation  of  Rosemary 
Ashby  as  president,  and  with  the  revitalized  involvement 
of  the  board  of  trustees  under  the  aegis  of  Chairman 

C.  Wrede  Petersmeyer. 

Equally  important  has  been  the  College-wide  participa- 
tion of  faculty,  administrators,  students,  alumnae,  and 
parents  in  a careful  appraisal  of  Pine  Manor's  programs  as 
they  relate  to  the  future  direction  of  the  College. 

Liberal  arts  plus  career  skills 

Several  specific  programs  established  this  year  under- 
score Pine  Manor's  commitment  to  the  contemporary  view 
of  liberal  arts:  the  need  to  augment  a theoretical  education 
with  practical  experience  in  relevant  business  and  profes- 
sional situations. 

The  internship  program  concluded  its  second  semester 
with  resounding  success.  More  than  150  students  partici- 
pated, gaining  valuable  experience  in  a variety  of  situa- 
tions, and  bringing  respect  for  Pine  Manor  women  from 
many  sources.  The  internship  program  also  serves  as  an 
exciting  new  option  which  attracts  prospective  students  to 
the  Pine  Manor  campus. 

Counseling  also  received  greater  attention  this  year. 
Approximately  25  percent  of  the  student  body,  as  well  as 
several  administrators  and  some  parents,  participated  in 
the  series  of  seven  career  direction  workshops  which  were 
held  during  the  year.  Combined  with  a pilot  aptitude  test- 
ing program,  these  workshops  helped  the  participants 
identify  marketable  skills  and  career  interests.  Career 
nights  — panel  discussions  between  students  and  profes- 
sional women  from  the  greater  Boston  area  — augmented 
the  career  counseling  program. 

Finally,  there  is  the  recently  instituted  program  in  man- 
agement. Comprising  courses  in  economics,  elementary 


functions  and  statistics  — courses  already  a part  of  the  Pine 
Manor  curriculum  — the  program  in  management  will  also 
feature  the  introduction  of  four  additional  courses:  two  in 
the  structure  and  types  of  business  organizations,  and  two 
in  accounting. 

Introducing  selected  B.A.  programs 

Pine  Manor  is  strengthening  its  response  to  those  pro- 
spective students  who  have  traditionally  sought  a four- 
year  college  experience.  First  of  all,  it  lives  up  to  its  reputa- 
tion as  an  outstanding  transfer  institution.  Secondly, 
although  the  College  will  still  retain  its  essential  character 
as  a two-year  institution,  Pine  Manor  has  applied  for  a 
change  of  charter  from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Higher 
Education  in  order  to  be  able  to  offer  selected  B.A.  degree 
programs.  The  programs  being  proposed  are  American 
civilization,  art  history,  communication,  French,  and 
human  studies.  These  were  chosen  to  fulfill  three  criteria: 
a)  to  build  upon  the  existing  strengths  within  the  Pine 
Manor  faculty  and  curriculum;  b)  to  be  innovative  yet 
valid;  and  c)  to  respond  to  surveyed  student  interests.  This 
year,  a grant  proposal  was  filed  with  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities  to  enable  the  faculty  to  develop 
and  implement,  over  the  next  five  years,  an  integrated 
series  of  interdisciplinary  courses.  This  activity  is  expected 
to  have  significant  impact  on  the  enrichment  of  the  Pine 
Manor  curriculum. 

Integrating  Open  College  into  the  regular  curriculum 

Pine  Manor's  popular  Open  College  program  in  continu- 
ing education  for  the  adult  woman  has  been  integrated 
administratively  into  the  regular  Pine  Manor  operation. 
This  reflects  a belief  in  the  benefits  of  mixed-age  class- 
rooms—that  is,  settings  which  provide  a mutual  learning 
experience  in  which  to  exchange  perspectives  from  both  a 
younger  point  of  view  (with  more  immediate  educational 
experience)  and  an  older  point  of  view  (with  the  motiva- 
tion and  life  experience  of  years  away  from  school). 

Diversifying  the  student  body 

In  addition  to  increased  enrollment  of  older  women 
through  the  Open  College,  other  non-traditional  students 
are  also  being  recruited  for  Pine  Manor.  Programs  are 
being  developed  to  take  advantage  of  increased  market 
potential  from  two  groups:  foreign  students,  and  financial 
aid  applicants.  Effective  recruitment  visits  in  South  and 
Central  America  have  been  reinforced  by  a successful  two- 
semester  intensive  language  program,  and  ten  percent  of 
the  student  body  come  from  other  countries.  Pine  Manor  is 
searching  for  qualified  candidates  who  may  also  require 
financial  aid.  In  this  effort,  the  College  is  taking  advantage 
of  an  enlarged  program  of  federal  financial  support  to 
education. 


Long  range  planning 

A key  factor  in  the  success  of  these  programs  has  been 
the  hard  work  of  a revitalized  Long  Range  Planning  Com- 
mittee. Reconstituted  earlier  this  year,  the  LRPC  has  been 
evaluating  the  innovations  and  reviewing  them  in  the  con- 
text of  overall  growth  for  the  College.  (See  May  1976  News- 
letter. ) Early  in  its  deliberations,  the  Committee  accepted 
the  mandate  to  codify  Pine  Manor's  goals  and  priorities 
into  a mission  statement  (presented  in  the  box  on  page  2). 
The  implementation  of  future  programs  will  be  guided  by 
the  objectives  expressed  in  this  statement.  Specific  areas 
recommended  for  investigation  include: 

• further  development  of  interdisciplinary  courses  and 
fields  of  study; 

• faculty  development  programs,  to  support  curriculum 
change; 

• improvement  of  the  Library  collections  and  services; 

• clarification  of  Pine  Manor's  role  as  a college  particularly 
for  women  and  the  special  programs  that  relate  to  this 
concept; 

• review  of  collaborative  arrangements,  such  as  the  suc- 
cessful venture  with  the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing; 

• expansion  of  a program  of  supportive  academic  measures 
in  the  area  of  study  and  communications  skills; 

• incorporation  of  marketing  research  and  data  compilation 
in  admissions  planning; 

• improvement  in  the  self-government  of  Houses,  and 
leadership  workshops  for  House  presidents  and  class 
officers; 

• increased  participation  by  students  on  academic  and 
administrative  committees; 

• increased  dialogues  among  all  segments  of  the  College 
community. 

The  challenge  of  intelligent  change 

Intelligent  change  is  the  key  to  survival  of  any  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  these  economically  competitive  times. 
Such  change  is  predicated  on  the  need  for  and  the  concrete 
policies  of  long  range  planning.  A changing  institution  has 
the  responsibility  to  inform  its  constituency  of  its  plans, 
and  to  involve  them,  as  appropriate,  in  the  change.  This 
magazine  is  a forum  for  such  a dialogue.  We  earnestly

JL  JLnyone  familiar  with  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  knows 
that  successful  transfer  after  two  years  is  one  of  our 
strengths.  The  85%  acceptance  rate  at  one  or  more  of  145 
different  four-year  institutions  has  been  a regular  achieve- 
ment in  recent  years.  But  every  senior  also  knows  that  it  is 
grades  that  get  you  into  the  transfer  college  of  your 
choice  — grades  and,  to  a lesser  extent,  the  courses  you 
elect.  As  a result,  the  seniors  at  Pine  Manor  have  no  slump 
in  the  fall  of  their  second  year,  but  they  also  run  the  risk  of 
becoming  "grade  chasers."  The  pressure  is  always  there, 
to  get  the  A or  B and  avoid  the  C,  let  alone  shun  the  horrid 
D,  which  does  not  transfer. 

What  is  the  effect  of  this  on  the  faculty?  As  well  meaning 
individuals,  they  of  course  like  to  be  liked  and  are  glad  to 
reward  good  work.  Some  dislike  giving  grades  and  in  the 
best  of  all  worlds  would  avoid  giving  them.  But  the  large 
majority  know  that  their  self  respect,  their  reputations, 
and  the  credibility  of  Pine  Manor  grades  are  at  stake.  If 
they  give  out  only  A's  and  B's  — if  they  inflate  the  grade— if 
they  do  not  insist  on  giving  the  student  what  she  honestly 
deserves  — then  all  three  will  lose.  The  student  will  have  a 
false  sense  of  achievement,  the  instructor  will  sacrifice 
principle  for  popularity,  and  Pine  Manor  will  jeopardize 
the  validity  of  its  grading  in  the  eyes  of  other  colleges  and 
universities. 

P 

J.  ine  Manor  is  not  alone  in  its  concern  over  possible 
grade  inflation  in  our  time.  At  Yale  last  spring  42%  of  the 
grades  were  A's  (at  Pine  Manor  it  was  16%).  At  Vassar 
81  % of  the  grades  last  year  were  A's  and  B's  (at  Pine 
Manor,  63%).  The  average  grade  for  the  entire  student 
body  at  Kenyon  College  is  2.96;  at  Pine  Manor  it  has  varied 
between  2.50  and  2.53  in  each  of  the  last  five  years.  Clearly 
every  college  should  keep  watch  on  its  grading  standards. 
At  Pine  Manor  at  the  end  of  each  semester  every  instructor 
receives  a print-out  of  the  grading  pattern  in  every  section 
of  every  course.  No  quota  is  set  or  even  mentioned.  The 
assumption  is  that  one  has  a right  to  give  the  grades  one 
believes  are  right,  but  by  the  same  token  one's  level  of 
grading  should  not  be  a secret;  one  should  be  prepared  to 
defend  either  an  especially  high  or  especially  low  set  of 
grades.  After  all,  any  teacher  has  good  classes  and  bad. 

The  question  remains,  however,  of  the  extent  (if  any),  to 
which  X grades  at  Pine  Manor  have  become  inflated  in 
recent  years.  At  a time  when  SAT  scores  are  decreasing 
and  the  competition  for  students  is  keen,  what  has  been 
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the  pattern  over  the  last  five  years?  Have  standards  slacked 
off?  Has  the  percentage  of  A's  and  B's  inched  steadily 
upwards?  While  the  final  results  for  1975-6  are  still  not  in, 
the  nine  semesters  for  which  information  is  available  show 
no  inflation  of  grading  at  this  college.  The  percentage  of 
A's  and  B's  is  always  a bit  higher  for  the  spring  semester 
than  the  fall,  as  truth  in  learning  dawns,  and  students 
decide  to  work  a little  harder.  But  since  the  fall  of  1971  Pine 
Manor's  figures  have  been  as  follows:

WL  conclusions  can  we  draw  from  these  figures? 

First,  while  there  have  been  slight  variations  from  one  year 
to  the  next,  perhaps  as  one  class  did  better  than  another, 
the  overall  pattern  is  remarkably  stable.  Second,  while 
fathers  and  grandfathers  may  grumble,  "Well,  A's  and  B's 
were  never  that  easy  in  my  day,"  Pine  Manor's  percent- 
ages are  in  line  with  our  times  and  the  first  two  years  of 
any  liberal  arts  college.  If  anything,  the  College  is  more 
strict  than  several  more  prestigious  places.  Until  this  fall, 
Stanford  has  omitted  from  a student's  average  any  grade 
below  a C;  one  receives  an  A,  a B,  a C,  or  No  Credit. 

Nearer  at  home,  the  Yale  faculty  has  voted  to  restore  the  F 
next  fall,  believing  that  students  should  live  with  their  fail- 
ures as  well  as  their  successes. 

For  these  reasons  a Pine  Manor  graduate  can  take  pride 
in  her  academic  record.  Her  grades  cover  each  and  every 
course  she  takes  (and  you  will  note  that  her  interest  in  the 
Credit/No  Credit  option  [Cr/NCr]  is  diminishing).  For 
her,  A's  are  not  cheap,  and  D's,  F's  and  No  Credits  are 
both  given  and  recorded.  It  is  as  honest  a reflection  of  the 
quality  of  her  work  as  human  nature  can  permit.  More- 
over, she  will  find  herself  well  prepared  for  the  challenge 
of  upper  division  work  when  she  transfers  for  her  B.  A. 
degree,  as  thousands  of  alumnae  have  already 
discovered.  CD

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If  you  have  gotten  through  the 
above  with  an  open  mind,  you  may 
find  that  though  it  was  incoherent, 
lacked  proper  sentence  structure, 
had  no  denouement  and  seemed  to 
get  nowhere,  nevertheless,  you  are 
left  with  something,  a juxtaposition 
of  words,  sounds,  rhythms,  and 
meanings  often  ambiguous  and  open 
ended. 

If  we  add  images  and  colors  we 
have  essentially  the  basic  design 
course  at  Pine  Manor. 

It  is  a course  often  difficult  and 
frustrating  for  students  because  it  is 
open  ended  and  ambiguous,  with  no 
conventional  answers  to  present,  no 
solutions  to  offer,  and  no  goals  to 
achieve.  It  is  a course  in  the  ability  to 
proceed  when  you  have  no  idea 
where  you  are  going.  As  such,  it  is 
different  from  many  academic 
courses  where  often  the  goal  is  the 
accumulation  and  memorization  of 
answers.  A good  grasp  of  accumu- 
lated knowledge  is  important.  But 
those  who  when  faced  with  a prob- 
lem are  only  able  to  take  inventory  of 
what  is  known  about  the  problem  are 
constrained  by  and  limited  to  prece- 
dent. They  must  resort  to  what  has 
previously  been  done  with  similar 
problems,  what  others  have  done,  or 
what  they  themselves  have  done  in 
similar  circumstances. 

It  is  characteristic  of  the  creative 
process  to  come  up  with  new  solu- 
tions. An  awareness  of  precedent 
may  be  useful  if  controllable.  But,  too 
often,  a fixation  on  what  has  been 
done  before  blocks  out  alternative 
possibilities.  An  example  of  this  pre- 
cedent fixation  in  action  may  be 
illustrated  by  looking  at  the  results  of 
the  first  exercise  in  basic  design. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  describe  the 
problem  as  follows: 

Materials:  1 (9  x 12)  news  print  pad 
1 soap  eraser 
1 stamp  pad 

Procedure:  One  by  one,  tear  off  10 
sheets  from  the  pad  and  place 
them  to  your  right. 

Take  the  first  of  the  10  sheets  and 
place  it  in  front  of  you. 


Take  the  eraser  and  stamp  it  on  the 
ink  pad  and  then  stamp  a mark  on 
the  first  piece  of  paper  in  the  best 
spot  for  such  a mark  to  be  on  such 
a piece  of  paper. 

Repeat  the  process,  making  two 
marks  on  the  second  sheet,  three 
on  the  third,  etc.,  until  you  have 
ten  marks  on  the  last  piece  of 
paper,  all  the  marks  in  the  best 
spots  on  each  piece  of  paper. 

When  the  results  are  pinned  up  on 
the  board,  the  extent  to  which  the 
students  are  dominated  by  precedent 
becomes  obvious.  In  a class  of  25  stu- 
dents, each  student's  work  will  either 
always  be  placed  horizontally  or 
always  placed  vertically.  Very  few,  if 
any,  will  mix  their  series  up,  working 
sometimes  the  long  way,  sometimes 
the  tall  way.  No  one  has  ever  placed 
work  on  the  board  with  a diagonal 
orientation. 

With  another  factor,  symmetry  and 
asymmetry,  the  same  consistency 
prevails.  A student's  ten  composi- 
tions will  almost  invariably  be  either 
entirely  symmetrical  or  completely 
asymmetrical.  And  so  it  continues, 
through  various  design  factors  less 
easily  describable  verbally  but  obvi- 
ous visually. 

In  this  exercise,  no  solution  is  the 
right  one.  Verticality  is  no  more  valid 
than  horizontality,  nor  symmetry 
more  significant  than  asymmetry. 

The  value  of  the  problem  is  in  pro- 
moting a way  of  working  based  on 
the  awareness  of  alternatives  and  a 
sensitivity  to  many  possibilities. 

It  is,  in  fact,  the  cultivation  of  a 
way  of  thinking  which  allows  the 
ability  to  arrive  at  unprecedented 
solutions  that  we  are  after  in  basic 
design.  A course  in  how  to  stick 
paper  together  or  in  rendering  the 
landscape  in  transparent  water  color 
has  no  place  in  or  relevance  to  the  lib- 
eral arts. 

It  is  the  ability  of  studio  art  to 
develop  an  open  attitude  in  facing 
problems,  and  its  cultivation  of  cre- 
ative thinking  that  makes  it  so  impor- 
tant to  the  liberal  arts  in  their  true 
sense  — that  is,  not  as  aids  in  learning 
how  to  do,  but  as  aids  in  learning 
how  to  be  and  how  to  live.  CH

Alumnae  meet 
tinkers,  thinkers, 
dancers  and  doers 

It  was  a time  of  reminiscing  — of 
days  gone  by  at  Pine  Manor,  of 
friends  brought  up  to  date  on  life  and 
times  since  college,  of  personal  mem- 
ories and  present  happenings.  It  was 
also  a time  of  reminiscing  about  our 
country's  past.  In  music  and  dance, 
in  photograph  and  in  on-site  visits, 
the  alumnae  visiting  the  Chestnut 
Hill  campus  for  Alumnae  Weekend 
May  21-22,  1976,  caught  a brief  but 
vivid  glimpse  of  colonial  America 
and  contemporary  Boston. 

Alumnae  Weekend  began  on  Fri- 
day afternoon,  with  guided  campus 
tours  for  the  several  alumnae  who 
remembered  Pine  Manor  from  its 
Wellesley  days.  Following  a cocktail 
hour  in  the  East  Village  Commons 
and  a buffet  dinner  in  the  Refectory, 
alumnae,  their  husbands  and  fami- 
lies were  treated  to  a program  of 
music,  song  and  dance  presented  by 
members  of  the  performing  arts  fac- 
ulty and  their  guests.  Dressed  in  a 
green  satin  ruffled  suit  and  Benjamin 
Franklin  spectacles,  music  instructor 
Don  Hicks  set  the  mood  for  the  eve- 
ning with  vigorous  renditions  of 
colonial  music  for  the  harpsichord, 
including  nine  variations  of  Yankee 
Doodle.  The  harpsichord  used  for  the 
occasion  is  one  given  to  Pine  Manor 
in  1969  by  former  faculty  member 
Ruth  Ann  Houck  Sleeper  in  memory 
of  Katharine  Baxter  '31.  Revolution- 
ary ballads  and  Tory  marching  songs 
were  delivered  in  a clear  and  articu- 
late manner  by  mezzo-soprano  Bev- 
erly Morgan  of  the  faculty.  Christie 
Nichols  and  Holly  Tillinghast  were 
joined  by  members  of  the  Salem 
State  Early  Music  Ensemble  in  a 
series  of  stately  promenade  dances, 
executed  with  grace  and  charm  by 
the  costumed  young  artists.  The 


Founder's  Room  of  the  Ferry  Admin- 
istration Building  recalled  another 
era  — of  satin  and  lace,  and  silver 
buckled  shoes. 

Next  day,  the  backward  glance 
continued,  with  an  illustrated  lecture 
by  Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry  about  the 
topographical  history  of  the  College, 
and  with  a survey  of  Revolutionary 
inventors  and  scientists  discussed  by 
Dr.  Elizabeth  B.  Gardner. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association  brought  the  alumnae 
back  to  the  present  with  an  agenda  of 
current  and  future  concerns  for  Pine 
Manor. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  a walk- 
ing tour  of  “Boston,  Crucible  of  Cul- 
ture,” led  by  Dr.  Henry  and  Dr. 
Rosario  J.  Tosiello  (who  was  awaiting 
an  historic  moment  of  his  own  at  the 
time  — the  arrival  of  his  first  child!). 

The  Weekend  came  to  a close  with 
a reception  in  the  Founder's  Room 
for  Rosemary  Ashby,  who  later  gave 
a slide  show  presentation  on  the  pro- 
grams and  plans  of  the  College.

Performing  arts  instructors  Don  Hicks  and  Beverly  Morgan  participated  in  a Bicentennial  evening  of 
music  and  dance  during  Alumnae  Weekend.  The  next  day,  alumnae  boarded  the  Pine  Manor  bus  for 


a walking  tour  of  Boston . 
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wanted  to  include  a good  deal  of  spe- 
cific information  that  would  make 
Boston  accessible  to  students,"  she 
says.  With  this  in  mind,  she  covered 
such  diverse  subjects  as  the  intrica- 
cies of  the  MBTA  (the  mass  transit 
system  linking  Chestnut  Hill  and 
Boston,  among  other  places),  and  the 
wonders  of  Filene's  bargain 
basement. 

A native  of  Boston,  Ms.  O'Gara 
speaks  of  the  city  with  affection  as 
well  as  expertise.  "Boston  is  vital, 
alive,  and  manageable.  It  may  be  the 
only  American  city  that  can  still  give 
us  insight  into  the  meaning  of  urban 
evolution." 

She  hopes  that  Pine  Manor  will 


increasingly  use  Boston  as  an  aca- 
demic aid.  This  year,  the  courses 
"From  Colony  to  Clipper  Ships"  and 
"American  Art"  focused  on  historical 
and  architectural  Boston.  The  cul- 
tural wealth  of  the  city  makes  it  a 
logical  resource  for  art,  film,  music, 
dance,  and  drama  courses. 

To  help  incoming  students  get 
acquainted  with  Boston,  Ms.  O'Gara 
will  give  a lecture  and  tour  during 
freshman  orientation  this  fall.  "If 
new  students  can  learn  about  all  that 
Boston  offers,  and  if  they  soon  feel 
familiar  and  comfortable  with  the 
city,  then  they'll  be  able  to  get  so 
much  more  out  of  their  two  years  at 
Pine  Manor,"  she  says. 


Boston,  common  and 
uncommon 

Did  you  know  that  Elizabeth  Foster 
Vergoose  of  Pudding  Lane,  Boston, 
was  the  original  Mother  Goose?  Or, 
that  the  Boston  Common  was  origi- 
nally set  aside  as  town  pasture  for  70 
milk  cows?  A dozen  students  discov- 
ered such  fascinating  facts  about  Bos- 
ton's past  as  participants  in  a mini 
course  taught  by  biology  instructor 
Michele  O'Gara. 

An  outgrowth  of  her  January  con- 
vocation address  about  Boston,  the 
mini  course  included  two  introduc- 
tory talks  followed  by  a Saturday 
walking  tour  of  the  city.  The  tour 
began  with  "Where's  Boston?",  an 
impressive  slide/ sound  show  on  the 
many  moods  of  contemporary  Bos- 
ton. It  continued  with  a look  at  the 
art  galleries,  boutiques,  and  elegant 
architecture  of  the  Back  Bay.  Stu- 
dents got  a personal  perspective  on 
the  contrasting  architecture  of  Bea- 
con Hill  through  house  tours  which 
included  the  townhouse  owned  and 
renovated  by  Michele  O'Gara  and 
her  husband  Paul.  Other  highlights 
included  the  Boston  Common  and 
Public  Garden,  the  Freedom  Trail, 
and  the  Haymarket,  Boston's  old- 
fashioned  meat  and  produce  market. 

Although  it  included  history,  both 
usual  and  unusual,  Ms.  O'Gara  also 
designed  the  course  to  be  a practical 
contemporary  guide  to  Boston.  "I

Bells  are  ringing 

Pine  Manor's  annual  Phonothon 
has  a tradition  of  success,  and  it  more 
than  lived  up  to  that  tradition  this 
year  by  raising  a record  amount  — 
$22,539  — for  the  Annual  Fund. 

Contributing  their  time  and  talent 
to  the  four-night  April  event  were 
149  volunteers,  including  past  and 
present  students,  faculty,  staff, 
parents,  and  trustees.  Old  friend- 
ships were  rekindled  and  new  ones 
made  each  evening,  as  volunteers  at 
15  telephones  shared  their  enthusi- 
asm with  alumnae  and  other  friends 
of  the  College  across  the  country.

Seniors  analyze 
assets  of  Pine  Manor 

"What  aspect  of  your  Pine  Manor 
experience  has  been  most  helpful  to 
you?" 

Ten  seniors,  chosen  at  random, 
were  asked  this  question.  Their 
replies  are  encouraging. 

Although  each  young  woman  was 
interviewed  separately,  many  shared 
identical  perceptions.  All  agreed  that 
the  most  helpful  aspect  of  Pine 
Manor  was  the  personal  attention 
students  receive  here.  And  when 
asked  what  their  biggest  accomplish- 
ment was,  they  replied  unanimously, 
"developing  my  self-confidence!" 

These  students  also  reflected  a 
delightful  diversity  of  personality 
and  ambition.  Their  academic 


averages  ranged  from  2.9  to  3.8  (out 
of  4- 0) . Their  proposed  majors  at 
their  transfer  schools  included  archi- 
tecture, counseling,  business  admin- 
istration, international  relations  and 
economics,  foreign  languages, 
broadcast  journalism,  special  educa- 
tion, public  relations,  wildlife 
research,  and  social  work. 

Although  the  majority  of  this  small 
sample  of  Pine  Manor  graduates 
chose  to  transfer  to  coeducational 
universities,  they  were  evenly 
divided  between  small  and  large  col- 
leges. Choices  ranged  from  Wellesley 
and  Mount  Holyoke  to  Syracuse  and 
the  University  of  Vermont. 

In  addition  to  academic  compe- 
tence, these  students  will  bring  to 
their  new  schools  a broad  spectrum 
of  leadership  activities.  Included  in 
their  extra-curricular  involvement  at 
Pine  Manor  were  such  roles  as  house 
president,  class  secretary,  chairman 
of  the  International  Club,  lacrosse 
team  member,  campus  guide,  year- 
book editor,  and  delegate  to  the 
model  United  Nations. 

These  are  some  of  their  views  in 
response  to  questions  put  by  the 
Bulletin  reporter: 

"Why  did  you  choose  to  come  to  Pine 
Manor?"

Two  years  of  liberal  arts  at  Pine  Manor  plus  a 
BA  in  history  from  the  University  of  Texas  isn't 
the  typical  educational  background  of  the 
president  of  a Fort  Worth,  TX  oil  company. 

But  Catherine  Terrell  Smith  '40  isn't  a typical 
oil  company  executive.  For  one  thing,  she's  a 
woman  in  an  industry  that  has  been  tradition- 
ally male  dominated.  She's  also  managed  to 
combine  successfully  a career  in  business  with 
raising  a family.  And,  she  seems  to  have 
enjoyed  every  minute  of  it. 

When  she  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1942,  Catherine  Smith  had  no  specific 
career  plans.  It  was  war  time,  so,  bke  many 
other  young  women,  she  thought  she  could 
contribute  in  any  field.  She  began  working  in 
the  chemistry  department  of  Terrell's  Labora- 
tories, a diagnostic  medical  clinic  owned  and 
directed  by  her  father.  Dr.  Truman  C.  Terrell. 

Things  changed  when  her  brother  was  killed 
in  the  war.

I was  determined  to  know 
enough  to  understand  just  about  any  problem 
that  might  come  up."

"man's"  profession.  "In  the  beginning,  I 
stopped  and  thought  about  this,"  she  says. 
“But,  I still  remember  what  a banker  friend  of 
my  father's  told  me:  'Get  in  there,  dig  in,  and 
they'll  respect  you.'  So,  I took  his  advice  and 
just  kept  going." 

Indeed,  she  did.  After  training  for  two 
years,  she  held  a series  of  executive  positions 
in  family  businesses,  from  oil  to  medical  sup- 
plies. In  1971,  after  her  father's  death,  she 
became  president  of  the  Trumter  Petroleum 
Corporation. 

Her  25  years  of  experience  in  the  oil  industry 
includes  everything  from  financial  manage- 
ment to  going  out  with  drilling  crews,  but 
she's  never  found  her  sex  to  be  a barrier:  "I've 
never  had  any  real  problem  about  being  a 
woman  executive.  I'm  always  willing  to  listen 
to  other  people's  ideas,  so  I'm  able  to  work 
well  with  them." 


Mrs.  Smith's  involvement  in  the  oil  business 
came  as  no  surprise  to  her  husbanu,  the  late 
George  Thomas  Smith  — he'd  known  her  since 
she  was  12  years  old!  He  encouraged  her,  just 
as  she  encouraged  him  with  his  feed  ingre- 
dient business.  They  also  started  joint  enter- 
prises in  ranching,  real  estate,  investments. 
The  arrangement  worked  well.  "He  had  his 
work,  I had  mine,  and  we  had  ours  together. 
We  had  a great  time,"  she  says. 

Equally  successful  was  her  decision  to  com- 
bine raising  a family  with  being  a business 
executive.  With  the  help  of  a nurse,  she  gave 
both  children  and  career  the  care  they  needed. 
"We  were  a family  that  always  had  the  time  to 
enjoy  doing  things  together,"  Mrs.  Smith 
remembers.  "You  can  do  a lot  of  things  if  you 
organize  your  time  properly."  Daughter  Cath- 
erine Anne  (21)  and  son  Truman  (19)  are  now 
in  college  in  Fort  Worth;  Catherine  Anne 
attended  Pine  Manor  for  one  year. 

According  to  Catherine  Smith,  the  oil  busi- 
ness offers  many  challenges,  from  deciding 
where  to  sink  a new  well  to  determining  how 
to  get  all  the  resources  from  an  old  one. 
"Trumter  is  a small,  independent  company," 
she  says.  "Most  of  our  wells  are  what  we  call 
stripper  wells,  which  produce  less  than  ten 
barrels  a day  and  usually  don't  go  deeper  than 
1200  feet.  We  take  some  leases  abandoned  by 
bigger  companies,  go  in,  and  squeeze  out  the 
last  barrels  of  oil."  The  energy  crunch  can  be 
alleviated  if  Congress  will  stop  using  it  as  "a 
political  football,"  she  believes.  As  restrictions 
ease  and  financial  incentives  for  exploration 
become  more  attractive,  there  will  be  a return 
of  the  independent  oil  driller,  and  private  com- 
panies will  be  able  to  examine  alternative  fuels. 
Says  Mrs.  Smith,  “We  will  be  forced  to  look  to 
other  sources  for  energy,  such  as  solar  and 
nuclear  power,  coal,  and  shale  oil." 

Catherine  Terrell  Smith  finds  her  career 
more  satisfying  than  she'd  ever  dreamed  it 
might  be.  "You  know,"  she  says,  "work  can  be 
fun."  But,  looking  back,  she's  still  not  sure 
how  it  all  happened.  "I  never  planned  for  it, 
but  one  thing  led  to  another.  Pretty  soon  I had 
a bear  by  the  tail,  and  I couldn't  let  it  go!"  I I
